Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a method for creating a path for flow of aqueous 
humor of the eye into an ocular vein including inserting an apparatus having a beacon tip for 
visualizing said apparatus for guidance to form a tissue opening into an ocular vein and create a 
tract from said vein to a source of aqueous humor, removing said apparatus while maintaining 
flow through said tract between said ocular vein and said source. 

Claims 1-10, 13-19, 22 and 31 have been canceled as claims directed toward non- 
elected invention. 

Claims 23-30 and 32 are allowed.
